Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1958. 

The  population,  according  to  the  Registrar  General's  estimate, 
has  increased  by  920  since  last  year,  in  fact  the  average  increase 
over  the  last  11  years  is  more  than  1,000  per  annum.  The  num- 
ber of  inhabited  houses  has  increased  by  541  during  the  last  year. 
The  number  of  births,  at  795,  shows  a natural  increase  in  popula- 
tion, by  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  of  333.  The  Birth  Rate  is 
little  lower,  but  the  Death  Rate  is  very  low  indeed,  some  2.5  per 
1,000  below  the  figure  for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  is  satisfactory,  and  there  were  no  deaths  as  a result 
of  childbirth. 

The  number  of  Suicides  has  dropped  this  year  to  2 from  the 
usual  5 or  6. 

Heart  Disease  and  Cancer  are,  as  always,  the  chief  killers. 
For  the  first  time  on  record  there  were  no  deaths  from  Tuber- 
culosis, emphasising  the  remarkable  fall  in  the  tuberculosis  figures 
over  the  past  few  years.  There  are,  in  fact,  more  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis coming  to  live  in  the  District  nowadays  than  there  are  new 
cases  arising  in  the  District,  and  that  despite  a continuous  and 
steady  increase  in  population. 

The  sewering  of  the  District  continues  rapidly,  and,  having 
regard  to  the  very  extensive  rural  district,  is  a remarkable  achieve- 
ment. A note  on  the  progress  has  kindly  been  prepared  by  the 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  will  be  found  in  the  report. 

A notable  factor  in  housing  is  the  increased  building  of  houses 
by  the  Council  for  sale  to  approved  purchasers.  This  factor  adds 
weight  to  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme  in  stimulating  a general 
improvement  of  housing  conditions.  The  standard  of  living,  as  of 
housing,  is  rising,  and  the  health  of  the  population  reflects  that 
trend. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  colleagues  on  the  staff  and  to  members 
of  the  Council,  who  have  throughout  the  year  so  willingly  given 
me  every  assistance  and  courtesy,  and  whose  co-operation  I much 
appreciate.  A special  word  of  thanks  is  due  to  my  colleagues  in 
general  practice  for  their  helpful  co-operation  and  interest  in  all 
medical  aspects  of  the  Council’s  work.

SPASTICS  CLINIC. 

The  treatment  centre  for  spastic  children  at  the  Memorial  Hall, 
Worplesdon,  under  the  auspices  of  the  National  Spastics  Society, 
continues  to  do  good  work. 

CARE  OF  THE  AGED,  AND  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT, 
1948,  SECTION  47. 

During  1958,  20  additional  Old  Persons  in  need  of  help  came 
to  our  notice.  All  were  helped  in  one  way  or  another,  despite 
in  some  cases  unwillingness  and  resentment  at  what  was  at  first 
often  considered  to  be  interference. 

Some  Helps  were  obtained  in  some  cases  though  in  the  vil- 
lages the  Home  Help  Service  is  often  far  from  adequate.  Daily 
help,  or  even  full-time  help  in  some  cases,  would  save  much  more 
costly  institutional  care  and  add  immeasurably  to  the  happiness  of 
many  old  people.  With  inadequate  Home  Help  conditions  de- 
teriorate until  they  are  beyond  endurance  and  institutional  care 
becomes  inevitable. 

A plea  for  Special  Individual  Home  Helps  was  once  again 
made  during  the  year,  and  discussed  with  representatives  of  the 
County  Service.  Neighbours  or  relatives  could  often  be  found 
to  undertake  adequate  home  care  if  reimbursed  for  loss  of  other 
work  and  earnings,  though  unwilling  to  join  the  Home  Help  Ser- 
vice for  general  cases. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act  during  1958.

No  cases  occurred  under  this  Section  during  1958. 

MORTUARIES. 

The  use  of  the  mortuary  at  Milford  Chest  Hospital  for  post- 
mortem cases  works  out  very  well.  There  is  no  doubt  that  such 
a centrally  placed  hospital  is  the  best  possible  site  for  a fully 
equipped  mortuary  to  serve  a wide  district.  It  can  be  adequately 
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equipped,  the  access  is  good,  and  some  of  the  hospital  facilities 
are  helpful.  Local  mortuaries,  where  continued,  should  serve  as 
chapels  of  rest  only.  Milford  was  used  for  6 bodies  from  this 
District  in  1958. 

At  Farnham  this  same  policy  has  been  adopted  with  the  pro- 
vision of  improved  mortuary  facilities  at  the  Hospital.  There  is 
no  doubt  this  is  the  proper  policy.  During  1958,  6 bodies  were 
sent  there  from  the  Guildford  Rural  District. 

During  the  year  seven  bodies  were  admitted  from  our  area 
to  the  Woking  mortuary. 

TILLINGBOURNE  VALLEY  MOBILE  PHYSIOTHERAPY 
SERVICE. 

This  most  valuable  service  continues,  despite  difficulties — 
especially  financial — to  carry  relief  and  comfort  into  the  homes  of 
patients  in  the  parishes  it  serves.  It  is  especially  a service  needed 
and  appreciated  by  aged  persons,  and  is  well  worthy  of  official 
support,  though  so  far  it  receives  none.  It  helps  both  hospital 
clinics  and  patients  by  treating  at  home,  as  well  as  saving  the  cost 
and  time  of  transport  and  ambulance  services. 

During  1958,  1,527  treatments  were  given,  including  many 
old  persons.  There  were  in  new  patients,  and  the  van  travelled 
7,500  miles. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT  VISITING  NURSE. 

The  work  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  continues  to  increase.  The 
number  of  visits  paid,  high  as  that  is,  scarcely  reflects  the  value 
or  the  scope  of  her  work.  She  is  essentially  a Social  Welfare 
worker,  and  does  inestimable  good  in  health  and  hygiene  educa- 
tion, as  well  as  in  many  problems  both  psychological  and  day-to- 
day  living.  Aged  persons,  in  particular,  welcome  and  appreciate 
her  kindly  work  on  their  behalf.  No  human  problem  fails  to 
rouse  her  sympathy  and  active  help.  Mrs.  Lyddiard  has  left  the 
Council’s  service  since  the  end  of  the  year,  but  her  work  will 
long  be  remembered.  Her  successor.  Miss  Lloyd,  continues  this 
most  valuable  service  no  less  intensively.

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ACCIDENTS  IN  THE  HOME. 


Propaganda  was  directed  towards  prevention  of  accidents  in 
the  home.  Over  6,000  persons  die  annually  in  England  and  Wales 
from  accidents  in  the  home:  more  than  are  killed  on  the  roads. 

About  700  of  these  are  due  to  burns  and  scalds,  and  the  num- 
ber tends  to  increase,  especially  amongst  old  people. 

There  are  tens  of  thousands  of  non-fatal  accidents  each  year. 

Propaganda  has  been  directed  specially  towards  the  problem 
with  respect  to  the  care  of  Old  People.  So  many  of  them  in  the 
country  have  paraffin  lamps  and  stoves;  indeed,  it  is  surprising 
that  there  are  not  even  more  accidents.  The  importance  of  Fire 
Guards  applies  not  only  to  gas  stoves,  but  to  electric  and  paraffin 
also.  Guards  are  compulsory  on  all  new  stoves,  but  plenty  of 
old  ones  in  use  have  no  protection. 

A special  month  of  propaganda  in  November  was  initiated  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health.  Any  resultant  success  was  not  measur- 
able, though  enquiries  showed  that  there  had  been  a better  sale 
for  fire  guards. 

The  need  for  education  on  Safer  Clothing  is  also  mentioned, 
especially  for  children  and  old  people,  while  equally  important  is 
the  avoidance  of  full  and  loose  garments — especially  of  inflam- 
mable material — near  any  open  fires  of  any  kind.  Flame-resistant 
fabrics  are  obtainable,  and  if  only  the  public  would  insist  on  them 
the  supply  would  be  extended. 

CIVIL  DEFENCE. 

The  “ One-in-Five  ” Campaign  was  launched  by  the  Women's 
Voluntary  Services  in  April,  and  leaflets  and  literature  were  distri- 
buted to  doctors  in  the  District. 

NUCLEAR  HAZARDS. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  Deputy  attended  a 
three-day  Course  on  Nuclear  Hazards  specially  designed  for  Pub- 
lic Health  Medical  Officers,  and  much  useful  knowledge  was 
gained  on  the  increasing  usage  of  radioactive  materials  in  medi- 
cine, industry  and  everyday  life 

MULTIPLE  SCLEROSIS  SOCIETY. 

A Branch  of  this  Society  has  been  formed  in  Guildford,  as 
there  is  apparently  an  increasing  number  of  cases.  I think  it  is 
a very  good  thing  indeed  that  sufferers  can  be  brought  together 
for  mutual  help  and  exchange  of  helpful  ideas.  The  Hon.  Secre- 
tary can  be  contacted  through  Mr.  Farnfield,  of  Pimms  the  Fur- 
nishers, Guildford. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Sampling  of  all  water  supplies  has  been  continued  on  the 
established  routine  system.  The  quality  of  all  the  public  supplies 
was  satisfactory.  In  various  places  possible  causes  of  pollution 
were  cleared  up,  for  example  overflowing  cesspools  or  small  pri- 
vate sewage  disposal  works. 

Several  of  the  small  estate  supplies  did  give  unsatisfactory 
analyses,  as  they  have  done  quite  frequently  over  the  past  years. 
There  are  several  estate  supplies,  each  serving  some  score  or  more 
of  properties.  These  require  careful  control,  and  do  give  unsatis- 
factory quality  of  water  from  time  to  time,  or  in  some  cases  con- 
stantly. The  financial  and  other  resources  are  inadequate.  These 
supplies  are  allowed  to  remain  despite  the  difficulties  and  dangers, 
though  larger  and  perfectly  satisfactory  undertakings  are  being 
compulsorily  abolished  or  absorbed  into  larger  supplies. 

The  usual  difficulties  and  restrictions  continued  in  the  area 
of  the  Guildford,  Godaiming  and  District  Water  Board. 

The  Albury  Estate  Supply,  serving  240  or  so  houses,  is  being 
taken  over,  after  agreement  between  all  concerned  and  under 
guarantee  from  the  District  Council,  by  the  Water  Board.  This 
was  due  to  difficulties  of  distribution  and  not  to  deterioration  of 
quality  of  the  water. 

The  new  boreholes  of  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company  at 
Elstead  are  not  yet  in  use,  but  work  is  nearing  completion. 

Fluoridation  of  Water  Supplies. — Enquiries  have  been  re- 
ceived from  time  to  time  over  the  past  few  years  about  the  possi- 
bility of  introducing  fluoridation  of  the  public  water  supplies. 

The  last  Annual  Report  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  gave  quite  depressing  details  of  the  difficulties  of  the 
County  Dental  Services,  and  the  dental  work  necessary  amongst 
children  and  expectant  mothers.  Yet  on  September  4th,  1957,  the 
World  Health  Organisation  stated  the  opinion  of  its  expert  Com- 
mittee on  Water  Fluoridation  at  a meeting  in  Geneva:  “The 
effectiveness,  safety  and  practicability  of  fluoridation  as  a means 
of  preventing  dental  caries,  one  of  the  most  prevalent  and  wide- 
spread diseases  in  the  world,  is  now  established/'  This  opinion 
was  based  on  hundreds  of  controlled  programmes  in  17  different 
countries,  some  of  which  have  been  in  progress  for  more  than 
12  years. 

In  every  case  dental  caries  in  permanent  teeth  of  children 
had  decreased  60  per  cent,  and  nearly  as  much  in  milk  teeth. 
Amongst  adults,  who  cannot  expect  to  be  sc*s  affected  as  growing 
children,  caries  is  only  about  one-third  as  frequent  as  in  non- 
fluorine areas. 

Experiments  have  been  made  in  this  country,  but  the  final 
figures  and  statistics  for  the  experimental  areas  have  not  yet  been 
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resolved.  It  is  known  that  the  amount  of  dental  caries  has  been 
greatly  diminished. 

Controversial  it  may  be,  but  public  opinion  is  awakening  to 
the  benefits  of  fluoridation  and  an  extension  of  its  use  is  overdue. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE, 

Schemes  for  main  drainage  of  the  district  are  proceeding  on 
a large  scale,  being  followed  by  the  connection  of  houses  and  the 
abolition  of  cesspool  drainage.  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Snape,  En- 
gineer and  Surveyor,  for  the  following  notes: — 

Ash  Vale  Main  Drainage  Scheme,  Phase  II.,  completed  in 
October,  1957,  at  a cost  of  £124,000,  and  to  date  453  properties 
have  been  connected  to  the  sewers. 

Ash  Vale  Main  Drainage  Scheme,  Phase  III.,  providing  faci- 
lities for  687  properties,  received  Ministerial  approval  and  work 
commenced  June,  1958,  upon  a contract  for  £147,606.  Progress 
has  been  excellent,'  and  some  80  per  cent,  of  the  work  is  already 
completed. 

Effingham  Main  Drainage  Scheme,  completed  October,  1957, 
and  to  date  239  properties  have  been  connected. 

Normandy,  Worplesdon  and  Pirbright  Main  Drainage 
Scheme,  Phase  I. — Ministerial  approval  has  been  received  for  the 
obtaining  of  tenders  for  this  Phase,  which  provides  facilities  for 
906  existing  properties. 

Rydes  Hill  Crescent. — Due  to  extremely  bad  ground  condi- 
tions, approval  was  received  to  the  execution  of  a drainage  scheme 
serving  Rydes  Hill  Crescent  prior  to  the  main  Phase.  A contract 
for  £4,497  was  commenced  in  October,  1958,  and  all  sewers  have 
been  laid. 

By  service  of  notices  under  Section  19  of  the  Public  Health 
Act  upon  developers,  the  Council  have  ensured  that  sewers  laid 
by  them  are  laid  in  such  a manner  as  to  form  part  of  the  Council’s 
main  Scheme  and  thereby  effect  a saving  in  public  expenditure. 

Tillingbourne  Valley  Sewerage,  Phases  III.,  IV.  and  V. — 

Completed  in  1957,  and  to  date  285  properties  have  been  con- 
nected. 

During  1958  a total  of  5 miles  of  new  sewers  were  laid  at  a 
cost  of  £93,941. 

213  existing  properties  and  356  new  properties  were  connected 
to  soil  sewers  during  the  year.  307  Spread  Over  loans  and  44 
earth  closet  Conversion  Grants  were  made. 

Complaints  of  cesspools  and  inadequate  drainage  were  es- 
pecially numerous  from  Holmbury  St.  Mary.  There  are  un- 
doubtedly some  local  conditions  that  give  rise  to  local  nuisances. 
The  whole  area  is  very  scattered  and  widespread,  so  that  any 
main  drainage  would  be  very  costly  having  regard  to  the  number 
of  properties  served.  Except  in  the  few  instances  already  noted, 
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the  urgency  does  not  appear  very  great,  and  is  in  no  way  compar- 
able with  conditions  awaiting  the  completion  of  sewerage  schemes, 
e.g.,  Peasmarsh  and  Normandy. 

Surrey  Borders,  Ash. — The  small  sewage  disposal  works 
serving  this  estate  was  abolished  and  the  sewers  connected  to  the 
larger  scheme  in  course  of  completion.  This  most  satisfactory  im- 
provement will  help  conditions  on  the  whole  of  the  estate,  which 
is  so  low-lying  as  to  be  subject  to  serious  flooding  in  exceptionally 
wet  weather. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  continued  satisfactorily  and 
without  serious  delay,  which  is  so  difficult  to  avoid,  especially  in 
the  wet  season.  In  fact,  it  has  been  able  to  keep  pace  with  the 
demand.  Despite  the  extensive  sewering  of  the  district,  the  de- 
mands on  the  cesspool  emptying  service  do  not  diminish,  mainly 
because  of  new  building,  much  of  which,  of  necessity,  has  cess- 
pool drainage,  and  because  also  of  greater  demands  by  house- 
holders. The  amount  of  water  being  used  is,  too,  increasing  con- 
stantly. 

PUBLIC  SCAVENGING. 

The  Refuse  Collection  Service  has  been  considered  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Council,  and  there  have  been  repeated  requests  for 
a weekly  collection  instead  of  fortnightly,  especially  during  sum- 
mer months.  More  and  more  urban  dwellers  take  up  residence  in 
the  rural  areas,  and  demand  the  amenities  of  the.  city  as  well  as 
the  advantages  of  the  country.  The  greater  difficulties  in  rural 
areas  are  not  appreciated. 

In  the  country,  distances  are  greater  and  costs  of  collection 
must  be  higher.  Organisation  of  refuse  collection  has  special  diffi- 
culties of  vehicles  and  labour.  Many  dustbins  are  in  locked  pre- 
mises, so  collection  must  be  on  a day  and  at  a time  expected  by 
the  householder.  That  means  on  the  same  day  each  week,  so 
that  a io-day  or  12-day  collection  is  not  practicable.  The  time- 
table must  be  rigidly  adhered  to,  even  with  the  difficulties  of  holi- 
days and  bad  weather. 

Householders  often  do  little  to  help:  all  refuse,  cinders,  emp- 
tied cans,  vegetable  and  animal  waste,  are  placed  unwrapped  in 
the  refuse  bin.  Bulk  is  unnecessarily  great,  and  in  hot  weather, 
when  in  any  case  dry  refuse  is  at  a minimum,  putrefaction  occurs, 
and  the  refuse  bin  becomes  foul  and  unhygienic.  Burial  or  com- 
posting of  most  putrefiable  waste  is  as  a rule  possible  and  of 
value  to  the  garden.  Wrapping  putrefiable  matter  in  tight  parcels, 
washing  out  food  containers,  dry  ashes,  use  of  disinfectants  and 
tight  covering  of  bins  are  just  a few  of  the  ways  to  lessen  the 
offensiveness,  but  are  all  too  seldom  practised  by  householders. 

A leaflet,  setting  out  in  some  detail  how  householders  may 
help,  and  the  costs  and  difficulties  of  collection  might  well  be  pre- 
pared and  circulated  to  all  householders.  The  cost  on  the  rates 
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obviously  must  be  nearly  doubled  if  the  collection  is  doubled,  and 
as  the  amount  of  refuse  will  also  be  increased,  difficulties  of  dis- 
posal are  multiplied. 

There  are  special  circumstances  which  warrant  more  frequent 
collection,  for  example,  the  lack  of  a garden,  children’s  nurseries, 
certain  illnesses,  food  and  catering  services.  By  and  large,  how- 
ever, a fortnightly  collection  in  a rural  area  is  reasonable. 

COMPLAINTS. 

Lilac  Farm,  Effingham. — The  nuisance  from  the,  piggeries  at 
this  farm  has  now  been  abated  by  connection  to  the  sewer. 

WATERCRESS  BEDS. 

The  customary  supervision  of  the  water  supplies  to  these  beds 
was  continued,  and  samples  of  the  water  taken  during  the  market- 
ing season.  They  continued  satisfactory. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

No  cases  of  infestation  by  bed  bugs  were  discovered  or 
brought  to  our  notice  during  the  year. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  was  no  serious  infestation  of  rivers  or  streams  within 
the  rural  area  during  the  year.  In  a few  cases  it  was  necessary 
to  call  attention  to  pollution  of  water  courses  occurring  from  the 
overflow  of  cesspools  and  in  every  case  pollution  was  abated. 
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HOUSING 


The  sale  of  Council-built  houses  to  private  owners  has  in- 
creased notably,  and  in  1958  28  houses  and  bungalows  were  built 
for  sale  to  approved  purchasers. 

Since  1953,  70  Council-built  dwellings  have  been  sold  (ex- 
cluding the  Carfax  Estate).  Details  are  set  out  below: —

During  1958,  46  dwellings  were  completed.  Of  the  9 dwell- 

ings  under  construction  at  December  31st,  2 were  houses  for  sale, 
and  7 were  bungalows  suitable  for  occupation  by  aged  persons. 

There  were  1,083  applicants  still  on  the  Council's  housing  list 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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RURAL  HOUSING  SURVEY:  SLUM  CLEARANCE 
PROGRAMME. 

The  Slum  Clearance  Programme  is  well  up  to  schedule,  and 
will  be  completed  within  the  5 years.  There  have  been  variations 
in  detail,  as  was  inevitable,  some  houses  being  improved  by  their 
owners  so  as  to  alter  the  category.  The  Grade  5 properties  have 
been  reduced  in  number  by  242  since  the  original  survey  in  1951, 
180  of  them  having  been  demolished  or  closed,  and  the  remaining 
62  improved  or  reconditioned. 

As  has  been  said  before,  the  completion  of  this  programme 
will  not  remove  all  unsatisfactory  slum  dwellings  in  the  District. 
Property  is  aging  all  the  time,  and  there  will  always  be  a certain 
number  falling  below  the  standards  required. 

MOVABLE  DWELLINGS. 

The  Caravan  Problem  continues  serious.  Many  sites  have 
totally  inadequate  services. 

Caravan  accommodation  may  serve  as  temporary  homes  for 
young  couples,  or  for  summer  use,  but  is  very  inadequate  in 
winter  or  when  there  are  children. 

Hire-purchase  payments  for  caravans  are  often  financially 
crippling  and  so  deny  all  chance  of  saving  sufficient  money  to  buy 
or  even  tq  furnish  a house.  The  impossibility  of  accommodating 
normal  furniture  and  essentials  in  a caravan  prevents  their  acquisi- 
tion against  the  eventuality  of  obtaining  a proper  house.  High 
rents  are  charged  for  caravans — £2  15s.  or  more  a week  is  not 
uncommon,  in  addition  to  site-rent  of  15s.  or  so,  even  for  old 
vans  in  very  poor  condition.  Such  expenditure  would  go  a^  long 
way  to  buying  a house. 

Many  occupiers  of  caravans  are  persuaded  to  buy  or  rent  with 
the  promise  of  a good  site  with  decent  amenities.  Once  committed 
they  cannot  withdraw  even  when  such  promises  are  not  fulfilled. 

Some  national  bodies  are  most  critical  of  local  authorities' 
policies  towards  permanent  caravans  as  substitutes  for  homes. 
There  is  much  they  could  do  themselves  along  the  above  lines  to 
help  and  protect  van  dwellers. 

Action  under  Section  57  of  the  Surrey  County  Council  Act, 
1931,  was  taken  against  three  sites  at  Shalford,  and  Orders  were 
obtained,  clearing  one  site  after  a reasonable  time  and  preventing 
fresh  establishment  of  other  vans,  and  restricting  the  other  two 
sites.  One  of  these  sites  was  primitive  in  the  extreme,  being 
nothing  more  than  an  island  in  a bog,  with  no  water  supply  and 
no  sanitary  provisions  whatever;  in  fact,  the  conditions  were  the 
most  shocking  I have  ever  seen.  Some  of  the  families  on  this  site 
have  children.  An  aged  couple  occupied  another  small,  very  un- 
satisfactory van.  Many  of  the  vans  were  placed  on  the  site  by 
a caravan-vending  company  who  evidently  made  extravagant 
promises  in  order  to  secure  sales. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

All  milk  supplies  distributed  in  the  District  are  examined 
systematically.  A table  of  analysis  results  for  the  year  is  appended, 
and  further  notes  on  milk  supplies  are  contained  in  the  Report  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.

POLIOMYELITIS, 

Five  cases  were  notified  during  the  year — three  paralytic  and 
two  non-paralytic.  All  the  paralytic  cases  were  males,:  a man  of 
44  with  slight  paralysis  of  the  right  leg,  a boy  of  17  whose  left  hip 
and  right  arm  were  affected,  and  a boy  of  6 with  bulbar  paralysis, 
the  most  severely  affected  of  the  three.  The  two  non-paralytic  cases 
were  a woman  of  25  and  a girl  of  8. 

The  Polio  Vaccination  Scheme  makes  better  progress  since  the 
use  of  Salk  Vaccine  has  been  authorised,  and  persons  up  to  25  are 
now  eligible  for  vaccination. 

CEREBRO  SPINAL  FEVER. 

One  case  occurred  in  a child  of  8 months.  She  was  treated  in 
hospital,  and  made  a good  recovery. 

TETANUS. 

This  is  not  a notifiable  disease.  One  case  was  reported  to  us, 
however — a woman  of  48  infected  through  a varicose  ulcer.  She 
was  very  seriously  ill,  but  eventually  made  a good  recovery  in 
Farnham  Hospital. 
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MUMPS-MENINGITIS. 

One  case  of  virus  meningitis  due  to  mumps  was  treated  in 
isolation  hospital. 

LEPROSY. 

Three  children,  whose  mother  was  in  hospital  undergoing 
treatment  for  leprosy,  were  accepted  in  County  Council  Nurseries 
in  this  District.  The  children  were  not  suffering  from  leprosy,  and 
were  admitted  to  the  nurseries  so  as  to  isolate  them  from  contact 
with  the  mother.  Lepromin  and  Mantoux  tests  were  performed  on 
the  youngest  child,  who  was  born  at  the  time  the  mother’s  illness 
was  diagnosed.  The  Lepromin  test  was  positive,  but  as  the  Man- 
toux test  was  negative  he  was  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  The  chil- 
dren are  being  kept  under  surveillance. 

FOOD  POISONING,  AND  DYSENTERY. 

One  occurrence  involving  some  45  people  was  reported,  but 
the  illness  was  not  of  a serious  nature.  The  cases  were  notified 
too  late  for  any  thorough  enquiry,  but  it  was  associated  with  one 
particular  restaurant  meal. 

In  September,  an  outbreak  amongst  school  children  in  two 
schools  in  Guildford  Borough  affected  16  children  living  in  the 
Rural  District.  The  cause  was  Salmonella  Chester,  a food-poison- 
ing organism,  and  one  child  continued  to  be  a carrier  for  9 weeks. 

Sonne  Dysentery  now  appears  to  be  endemic,  especially  in 
Ash  and  Normandy  and  the  western  part  of  the  District.  It  no 
longer  shows  marked  seasonal  prevalence,  but  occurs  all  the  year 
round.  It  is  not  serious,  but  precautions  are  taken  to  prevent 
spread  on  a wider  scale,  as  for  example  by  food. 

Other  outbreaks  of  a minor  type  believed  due  to  food  poison- 
ing came  to  our  notice  when  it  was  too  late  to  make  any  useful 
enquiries.  Nevertheless,  food  poisoning  is  a notifiable  disease,  and 
enquiries  into  minor  outbreaks  may  well  tend  to  the  prevention  of 
more  serious  outbreaks  at  a later  date. 

COUNTY  COUNCIL  CHILDREN’S  NURSERIES. 

These  nurseries  were  affected  with  the  usual  run  of  infections: 
enteritis,  haemolytic  streptococcal  throats,  Salmonella  typhi- 
murium,  and  so  on.  No  cases  were  serious,  nor  did  any  epidemics 
develop.  The  policy  of  examining  bacteriologically  specimens 
from  all  children  on  admission  undoubtedly  proves  its  value  in 
preventing  the  introduction  of  infectious  into  these  institutions. 
DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred  in  this  district  for  the 
past  8 years.  The  percentage  immunised  for  1958  is  slightly  lower 
than  in  previous  years  due  to  the  fact  that  the  poliomyelitis  vacci- 
nation programme  tended  to  coincide  with  the  diphtheria  im- 
munisation appointments.  This  was  unavoidable  but  should  not 
occur  again  as  many  school  children  have  now  completed  their 
primary  poliomyelitis  vaccination.  Parents  have  been  reminded  that 
it  is  vital  to  maintain  a high  degree  of  immunity  against  diphtheria.

Home  Visiting  Scheme  for  Pre-School  Children:  Immunisation 
against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria,  and  Vaccina- 
tion against  Smallpox. 

Many  of  the  requests  for  this  service  come  from  the  parents 
of  large  families  who  live  in  rural  areas  remote  from  buses, 
clinics,  and  doctors’  surgeries.  Health  Visitors  request  treatment 
for  children  whose  parents  are  unable  to  visit  the  local  clinic,  or 
who  refuse  treatment  unless  it  is  given  at  home. 

Separate  vaccines  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough 
are  used  in  preference  to  combined  vaccines.  No  parent  has  ever 
refused  treatment  because  of  the  extra  injections  involved. 

SMALLPOX  VACCINATION. 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  offeed  to  all  children  at  the 
same  time  as  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation, 
and  is  performed  also  in  the  home  if  necessary.  The  following 
table  gives  details  of  vaccinations  carried  out  in  the  district  during

WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNISATION. 

It  is  now  six  yeara  since  the  Whooping  Cough  immunisation 
scheme  was  commenced.  As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below 
the  percentage  of  children  immunised  under  one  year,  is  46.70%. 
This  is  satisfactory  when  we  remember  that  treatment  cannot  com- 
mence until  three  months  of  age  and  three  injections  at  monthly 
intervals  are  required.

will  be  noted  that  the  numbers,  although  fluctuating 

usual  when  dealing  with  small  groups,  have  continued  to  fall,  as 
has  been  the  experience  over  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales. 
It  is  noteworthy  that  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  now  are  generally 
mild  with  few  chest  complications.  No  deaths  are  reported  in  this 
district.  Although  the  use  of  penicillin  and  other  antibiotics  con- 
tributes greatly  to  the  prevention  of  a fatalj  outcome,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  Whooping  Cough  immunisation  has  been  of  much  value 
in  either  preventing  or  modifying  the  disease.  Nowadays,  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough  in  immunised  children  are  often  so  mild  as  to  be 
unrecognisable  as  such.  Parents  are  urged  to  ensure  that  their 
children  are  protected  in  early  infancy.

(iii)  Milk  Pasteurisation. 

Throughout  the  year  sampling  of  milk,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949-53,  was 
continued  as  a routine  measure  from  both  roundsmen  and  one 
licensed  pasteurising  plant  which  operates  in  the  area.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955/57. 

A total  of  818  visits  was  made  to  food  premises  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Of  the  303  premises  which  were  found  not  to  comply  with  the 
standards  of  the  Regulations,  all  but  58  are  now  satisfactory.  Of 
those  cases  still  outstanding,  work  is  in  hand,  or  arrangements 
have  been  made  to  comply  with  the  Regulations,  in  37  instances.

A satisfactory  standard  was  maintained  throughout  the  year 
by  the  public  supply  undertakings;  occasional  deterioration  oc- 
curred in  the  quality  of  the  water  from  private  supplies,  but  subse- 
quent sampling,  however,  showed  satisfactory  improvement. 

MOVABLE  DWELLINGS. 

General. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  the  purpose  of 
controlling  movable  dwellings  continued  to  be  heavy  and  involved 
a total  of  1,386  visits  during  the  year  (approximately  25%  of  the 
total  visits  made  for  all  purposes) . Having  regard  to  the  growing 

47 


complexity  of  this  problem  and  the  increasing  amount  of  work, 
the  Council  created  a special  post  for  a full-time  Public  Health 
Inspector  with  special  responsibilities  to  survey  the  area  and  report 
on  the  newly-established  and  existing  movable  dwellings  and 
camping  sites  throughout  the  whole  of  the  rural  district. 

Strict  control  by  the  early  reporting  of  newly  established 
movable  dwellings  and  subsequent  action  under  the  Planning  Acts 
has  restricted  the  growth  in  the  number  of  movable  dwellings  and 
camping  sites  during  the  year.

In  eight  cases  Orders  have  been  made  under  the  Act,  prohibit- 
ing the  placing  of  movable  dwellings  within  defined  areas  as  fol- 
lows : — 


(i)  The  Quadrant,  Ash. 

19  prosecutions  have  been  taken  during  the  year  against  per- 
sons establishing  movable  dwellings  in  the  Quadrant  Area. 

The  fines  imposed  by  the  Magistrates  have  not  kept  the  area, 
clear,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  11  unauthorised  en- 
campments in  the  area,  the  position  being  as  bad  as  at  any  time 
since  the  making  of  the  Prohibition  Order. 

(ii)  The  Bogs,  Ash. 

7 prosecutions  have  been  taken  in  1958  against  occupiers  of 
caravans  irl  The  Bogs  area,  and  in  each  case  fines  have  been  im- 
posed. 

(iii)  Home  Farm  Estate,  Effingham. 

Proceedings  in  respect  of  two  contraventions  of  the  Order 
have  been  taken,  one  case  being  adjourned  sine  die  having  regard 
to  the  particular  circumstances  of  the  occupier  of  the  caravan,  and 
a fine  imposed  in  respect  of  the  other  prosecution. 

(iv)  Effingham  Common,  Effingham. 

No  unauthorised  movable  dwellings  have  been  found  in  the 
area  during  the  year. 

(v)  Newlands  Corner,  Albury. 

No  unauthorised  movable  dwellings  have  been  found  in  the 
area  during  the  year. 
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(vi)  Land  adjoining  Stonebridge  Depot,  Shalford. 

As  a result  of  the  establishment  of  an  unauthorised  caravan 
site  in  extremely  bad  conditions,  application  was  made  to  the  Court 
and  a Removal  Order  was  obtained  against  all  the  caravans  con- 
cerned. An  Order  prohibiting  the  occupation  of  caravans  in  the 
area  was  also  made. 

(vii)  Stonebridge  Wharf  Caravan  Site,  Shalford. 

Consequent  on  the  growth  of  this  site,  which  adjoins  the  River 
Wey  and  is  liable  to  flooding,  application  for  Removal  and  Pro- 
hibition Orders  was  made.  The  Court  decided  to  permit  12  cara- 
vans to  be  re-sited  on  the  higher  ground  on  the  site,  and  caravans 
in  excess  of  this  number  are  to  be  removed  by  31st  December,  1959. 
A Prohibition  Order  in  respect  of  an  area  of  land  around  the  site 
was  made. 

(viii)  Dagley  Farm,  Shalford. 

Application  for  Removal  and  Prohibition  Orders  was  also 
made  in  respect  of  this  site,  when  the  Magistrates  made  a Pro- 
hibition Order  on  an  area  of  land  adjoining  the  site,  but  decided  to 
permit  the  retention  of  19  specified  caravans  thereon.

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  KNACKERS’  YARDS. 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  licensed  in  the  area. 

Licences  were  granted  as  follows  to  keep  premises  as  knackers' 
yards : — 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949- 
RODENT  CONTROL. 

A total  of  258  complaints  of  rat  or  mouse  infestation  was  re- 
ceived, of  which  221  concerned  domestic  dwellings,  a decrease  of 
approximately  30%  on  the  previous  year's  figures. 

Survey  of  the  area,  to  ascertain  the  degree  of  infestation  by 
rats  or  mice,  was  continued  during  the  year,  and  1,306  ppremises 
were  inspected  for  this  purpose;  included  in  this  figure  were  123 
agricultural  holdings.  In  view  of  the  decrease  in  the  number  of 
complaints  it  has  been  found  possible  to  increase  the  number  of 
premises  surveyed.  Out  of  the  total  of  1,306  premises  inspected 
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under  the  survey,  579  show  evidence  of  rat  or  mouse  infestation, 
and  treatment  to  eradicate  the  vermin  was  subsequently  carried 
out. 

The  policy  of  a free  service  to  domestic  dwellings  was  con- 
tinued, but  the  cost  of  all  treatment  at  commercial  premises  was 
fully  recovered. 

No  major  infestations  occurred  in  any  of  the^  Council's  three 
refuse  tips  in  operation  during  the  period,  and  regular  inspection 
and  treatment  of  these  sites  continued.

RIVER  AND  STREAM  POLLUTION. 

There  was  no  serious  infestation  of  rivers  or  streams  within 
the  Rural  area  during  the  year.  In  a few  cases  it  was  necessary  to 
call  attention  to  pollution  of  water  couses  occurring  from  the  over- 
flow of  cesspools  and  in  every  case  pollution  was  abated. 


CLEANSING  SERVICES— CLEANSING  OF  CESSPOOLS. 

Emptying  of  cesspools  was  carried  out  free  of  charge  on  appli- 
cation in  accordance  with  the  Council’s  undertaking  at  the  expira- 
tion of  three  months  from  the  date  of  the  last  cleansing  of  the  cess- 
pools by  the  Council,  a more  frequent  service  being  provided  when 
two  or  more  premises  shared  a cesspool. 

Eleven  machines  were  used  on  the  work,  one  machine  being 
partially  employed  on  night  soil  collection. 

A total  of  9,343  requests  was  received  in  the  year,  9,447  cess- 
pools being  emptied,  involving  the  removal  and  cartage  of  19,762 
loads  to  disposal  points. 

The  bulk  of  sewage  from  cesspool  emptying  was  tipped  to  main 
sewers  in  the  Local  Authority  area,  or  to  sewers  of  neighbouring 
Authorities,  by  agreement,  15,570  loads  being  so  disposed  of.  A 
further  3,396  loads  were  disposed  of  on  rentedland,  where  it  was 
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lagooned  and  dispersed  by  soakage  and  evaporation.  An  addi- 
tional 1,130  loads  were  distributed  on  farmland,  with  the  consem 
of  the  land  owners. 

No  particular  difficulty  was  experienced  with  the  service  dur- 
ing the  year.  There  was  some  pressure  for  a more  frequent  service 
in  various  parts  of  the  district,  and  this  problem  was  considered 
by  the  Council,  but  without  any  variation  in  the  terms  of  the  under- 
taking, it  being  felt  that  the  position  should  be  reviewed  at  a later 
date  in  the  light  of  progressive  extension  of  the  main  sewers 
through  the  area. 

In  general,  requests  for  emptying  were  met  within  seven  days 
of  the  entitlement,  having  regard  to  the  date  of  the  last  emptying 
of  the  cesspool. 

During  the  year  178  premises  were  removed  from  the  record 
consequent  on  connection  of  houses  to  the  main  sewer:  122  pre- 
mises were,  however,  added  on,  making  a first  call  on  the  service 
during  the  year. 

HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  was  carried  out  throughout  the 
whole  of  the  Rural  District  at  fortnightly  intervals.  In  certain  special 
cases  weekly  collection  was  made  where  the  cost  of  the  additional 
service  was  met  by  the  owner  or  occupier  of  the  premises  serviced. 
This  has  enabled  some  of  the  larger  hotels  and  institutions  to  deal 
with  the  difficulty  of  storage  of  refuse  over  the  longer  parioud. 

Refuse  was  collected  by  fore  and  aft  rear-loading  vehicles  or 
10/12  side-loading  vehicles,  three  of  the  former  type  of  larger 
capacity  vehicle  being  employed.  This  enabled  the  collection  of 
house  refuse  to  be  continued  throughout  the  area  without  any  in- 
crease in  the  total  number  of  nine  vehicles  employed  on  this 
service. 

Refuse  continued  to  be  disposed  of  by  means  of  controlled 
tipping  at  Stonebridge,  Shalford,  East  Clandon  and  Ash.  At  the 
two  former  tips  disposal!  was  by  the  use  of  a track  loading  shovel 
which  enabled  good  consolidation  and  quick  covering  to  be 
achieved.  Some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  maintaining  the 
same  standard  at  the  Ash  tip,  and  the  Council  therefore  decided 
during  the  year  to  provide  additional  plant  for  use  in  the  levelling 
and  covering  of  refuse  on  that  tip.

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Wastepaper  continued  to  be  collected  separately  and  sold  as 
salvage,  a total  of  246  tons  being  sold  in  the  year  to  the  value 
of  £1,972. 

CLEANSING  OF  PAIL  CLOSETS. 

Collection  of  night  soil  is  carried  out  throughout  the  whole  of 
the  area  on  a twice-weekly  basis.  It  was  possible  during  the  year, 
consequent  on  the  sewering  of  certain  districts  and  conversion  of 
pails  to  flush  systems,  to  bring  about  this  twice-weekly  service 
without  increasing  the  number  of  vehicles  engaged  on  the  work, 
two  full-time  and  one  part-time  vacuum  vehicles  being  so  em- 
ployed. 

All  night  soil  is  disposed  of  directly  into  main  sewers  by  ar- 
rangement with  a neighbouring  Local  Authority,  a total  of  753 
loads  being  so  disposed  of.
